The apparent contentment ,of the 
inmates of the colony and’ their fear 
of leaving the spot that has been 
“home” to many of them for years 
unless paroled owing to beneficial 
results of injections of’ the chaul- 
moogra oil specific, shattered to bits 
a tentative proposal that the setle- 
ment be closed and the inmates 
moved to some location more easy 
of access. The visit of the legisla- 
tors made certain that the tragedy 
of the lives of the lepers would con- 
tinue to be enacted upon a stage of 
marvelous natural scenic beauty and 
would not be transferred. No man 
who has seen what was once called 
“the home of the living death,’’ it 
seems can quite be the same man 
thereafter. 

To cheer the patients the legisla- 
tors took many gifts and toys, and 
many packages from friends and 
relatives ‘‘on the outside.’’ 

A Hawaiian orchestra from Hono- 
lulu played and‘ sang and danced the 
hula for the amusement of the in- 
mates, who made their enjoyment 
patent by much applause. 

At an assembly the legislators de- 
afflicted, 
messages of hope and inspiration, 
and listened to complaints. Practical- 
ly the only request made was by the 
blind inmates, who asked that they 
be granted a monthly allowance of 
$5 each for pocket money, because 
they are unable to work as do pa- 
tients whose general health is such 
that they are still allowed to work 
for Government wages. 

“Farewell to Thee.” 

The number of patients here now 
is 399, comprising 262 males and 
136 females. Racially the groups «:cn- 
tain—Belgian, 1; Chinese, 14; Fili- 
pinos, 12; Germans, 2; Hawalian, 
239; part-Hawailan, 83; Japanese, 
10; Portuguese, 27; Porto Rican, 3; 
Korean, 8. There are 35 non-leprous 
employes at the colony; 10 non-lep- 
rous children of leprous parents and 
35 other non-leprous residents. 

The colony occupies only a slight 
portion of the island of Molokai, on 
which also is situated the lands where 
the Hawaiian Homes Commission is 
attempting to establish farms in an 
effort to rehabilitate the Hawalian 
race. Kalaupapa is on the windward 
or northern side of the island, on 
the peninsula of MakKanalua, cut off 
from the remainder of the island by 
the steep cliffs on three sides, with 
a sea that is never smooth on the 
fourth side. 

As the legislators’ vessel, which 
had remained more than a mile from 
the shore, while the visitors landed 
through a precarious and treacherous 
surf from small boats, weighed an- 
chor in preparation for departure, 
the inmates of the colony, gathered 
ov the little dock, sang, to the music 
of their band, “Aloha. oe’’—*“Farewell 
to thee,’’—until the ship, gathering 
speed,. passed out of the range cf 
their voices.

Increase by Two Per Cent in Im- 
migration Quotas Also Advo-' 
cated by Convention.

NEW YORK, May 11.—The Cham-

States, concluding business sessions 
of its annual convention yesterday, 
indorsed entry of this country into 
the World Court, advocated increas- 
ing by 2 per cent the immigration 
quotas, and urged state regulation 
of public utilities by other than lo- 
cal regulation. 

Resolutions also were adopted rec- 
ommending the-calling of a general 
economic conference of the nations 
of the world to adjust peace and 
economic problems; opposing Gov- 
ernment operation or ownership of 
the merchant marine; advocating 
legislation to govern flight of air- 
craft, and airways to stimulate com- 
mercial aviation; the establishment 
of a court of tax appeal; Govern- 
ment reclamation of waste lands; 
steps to prevent national loss by 
adequate flood control and reiterat- 
ing its adherence to the open shop 
policy. 

Pleading that America bear with 
France in her struggle to solve the 
difficulties imposed by war, M. Rob- 
ert Masson of Paris, director-general 
of Credit Lyonnais, told the cham- 
ber last night that the mission of 
the Franco-Belgian armies in the 
Ruhr was that of a Sheriff.

University of ‘Missouri’s New 
President Removed Schools of 


Politicians’ Rule 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, May 11.—Dr. Stratton D. 
Brooks, who has. been elected presi- 
dent of the University of Missouri, 
after serving as head of the Universi- 
ty of Oklahoma for 11 years, came 
to Boston in 1906 as Superintendent 
of Schools, and he came a-fighting. 
He had been away from Boston only 
10 weeks, having come here original- 


ly in 1902 as Assistant Supervisor. 
In November,: 1905, he was elected 
Superintendent of Schools in Cleve- 
land, to take office Jan. 1. In March 
he was elected Superintendent of the 
Boston _ schools. Politicians here 
shortly afterward asserted that®wvhen 
Dr. Brooks originally came,gJame¢ 
J. Storrow, then the head of the 
school reform movement, had in 
mind the placement of Dr. Brooks 'n 
the superintendency and that the rest 
was merely maneuvering. 

Dr. Brooks was a new thing in 
School Superintendents. He was a 
man highly trained in pedagogy and 
in the administrative side of school 
systems and he began at once +t» in- 
stitute sreforms which, though they 
made for efficiency, were ruthless in 
their disregard of personal feelings. } 

His first demonstration was to the 
effect that Boston's schools were out 
of politics and that applications for 
jobs on the faculties made Ahrough 
politicians were doomed to refusal 
on that ground alone. 

Even his short stay in Cleveland 
kicked up a fight. In the meantime, 
however, pedagogical organiz.- 
tions were honoring him. He was 
going right ahead with his work in 
the Boston system, ang winning *p- 
proval as the results began to show. 

Aroused Ire of Politicians. 

When he had been here five years, 
he was sent abroad by the city to 
study the school system in Germany. 
He had won approval, though he 
never ceased to be a bitter.name in 
the mouths of the politicians, and 
made strenuous enemies among the 
friends of displaced teachers. 

He was 36 years old when he be- 
came superintenednt of schools in 
Boston, but he had had a tremen- 
dous experience in those 36 years. 

During his time here as assistant 
supervisor, he had inaugurated seév- 
eral changes, all of them basic, in 
the methods of school teaching. Sev- 
eral of his reforms were accepted 
and were in operation when he came 
back to be superintendent. 

He: was a constant contributor to 
magazines on his special subjects, 
and wrote with Western vigor on 
such subjects as the results of a 
questionnaire on the reasons of 
withdrawal from school, the method 
of studying poetry which he found 
in use in Boston, and kindred sub- 
jects. 

In his first summer he got out a 
series of primary school readers. In 
September he came out with ‘his first 
report, calling attention to the pecu- 
liarity of the year 1905-06, in that 
the Boston schools that year had two 
separate school boards and three su- 
perintendents. It was the year in 
which Boston changed over from tlre 
cld-fashioned school board of 25 
members to the new board of five. 
Death moved the superintendent 
of schools, and Walter S. Parker was 
riade acting superintendent until Dr. 
Brooks’ election in March. 

* For Best Possible Service. 

The report went into the new prin- 
ciples which Dr. Brooks laid down 
for the purpose of getting the best 
possible teachers, of furnishing op- 
portunity for, those teachers to im- 
prove, and insisting that they should: 
do so, and that the conditions under 
which the teachers were to work

The action raised a 
storm, the Alumnae Association of 
the Latin School sent in letters of 
protest, and held meetings at which 
some rather vicious things were*said.

That storm died down, and no 
other serious one ever blew up. His 
first report, made in the summer of 
1306 and consisting of a thick vol- 
ume that had been adopted by the 
school board without a. aingle 
change, had been gradually put into 
full effect and Boston schools got a 
thorough reorganization. 

What happened through the coun- 
try, however, was the rapid spread 
of the story that Dr. Brooks had 
taken the schools of Boston right 
out of politics. It may not have 
been entirely true, but it was large- 
ly so. He had won the reputation,

tien that he was called to the presi- 
dency of Oklahoma University in 
1912.

They are 
under command of the Kremlin and 
centered in Moscow, being disposed 
with such skill, and so well armed 
with machine guns, occupying such 
sjrategic points and so fanatical, 
that in the event of a street revolu- 
tion or like difficulties the insurg2nts 
would be mowed down by thousands. 
The soviet has studied the problem 
of street insurrections more scienti- 
fically than any other Government 
ever did. These forces have a grip 
on Moscow's jugular vein.

The soldiers are mostly stolid and 
indifferent, but are being affected 
by discontent in the villages owing to 
taxation. The religious persecution 
and the death of Lenin, when. it 
comes, apparently will operate to 
break the évil’ spell, besides provok- 
Ing schism among the Bolsheviki 
themselves. 


The foWnation of the communist 
army is an interesting exgeriment, 
but it is becoming more and more 
dubious, for its failure or its success 
in war alike would be fatal—failure 
causing disaffection and disintegra- 
tien, success producing a Napoleon. 
Soviet economic failure means the 
army’s failure, for modern armies 
are expensive, and the societ’s eco- 
nomic failure is already assured. The 
soviet can summon fnnumerable sol- 


diers, but cannot arm them, and it 
has only 20,000,000 gold rubles in 
the treasury. 

The reds have a great scheme for 
throwing hordes of.cavalry against 
Poland and Rumania, expecting the 
communists there to join them, but 
the last Polish war showed this to be 
based on a misapprehension. 

Moreover, the army is, in reality, 
different from the army. on paper!

Obstruction of the bowel, peri- 
tonitis, rupture, appendicitis or the 
passage of a stone fram the kidney, 
may cause vomiting.

tion to determine the precise reason 
for the trouble, 


Of course, there are cases which are 
due to the run-dewn condition of the 
patient. Loss of sleep, neglect of
